Dear Mr. Newman, 


Thanks ever so much for the help and encouragement of your 
letters. I hope that this reaches you before you start on 
your vacation. 


Your articals on Counterfeit Continental Currency and the 
coinage of Virginia sound interesting to say the least. I 
shall be looking forward to reading them. With respect to 
your research on the copper coinage of early America 1 am 
sending a few pictures along which may be of sone use to you. 


I do not have the picture of the N.H. cent yet, and no prints 
on hand of the Massachusetts pattern, but I will get these 
and a few others off to you as soon as I get to it. 


Both of your N.H. Cents come to me as a surprise. As a 
matter of fact, I have been toying with the idea of including 
the N.H. coinage in my Vermont book. The fact that they are 
known as the 'Twin States' could give me liberty to do this, 
and this would be a good spot to bring the N.H. coinage up 

to date--not that very much can be said for«éxperimental 
coinage other than what S.S.Crosby has put forward. 


Re: the actual coinage-- 

The two "pattern" pieces mentioned by Crosby are now 
unlocated; with the possible exception that one of them is, 
or was with the Brand material. Both of them are unique. 


The other variety, which may or may not have been a 
pattern, is not quite so rare. I know of the following 
examples: 


1) The Stickney coin. This is pictured in Crosby and is 
currently being used to illustrate the Standard Catalogue. 
The coin is now in the ANS collection. 

2) The Col. Green coin. This is the piece pictured in the 
Guide Book. It was sold in the 1948 ANA Boston convention 
auction soins to Wm. O'Brien @ $400. Later it was sold to 
Clinton Futnam and in 1952 it went to Dr. John Miller. All of 
these men live in New Hampshire. 

3) Your specimen. 


One or two others are forever being reported, but I have yet 
to see them--much on the order or the Strawberry Leaf Cent.

i have never seen the Garrett Coll. in Johns Hopkins Univ., 
but I do know most of the key items. Walter Breen and Geo. 
Fuld have both had some access to the inventory and neither 
of them ever mentioned a N.H. cent in that collection. In 
the Numismatist of November 1933 2 Mr. Camp of Detroit, Mich. 
claimed to have one, but I can not trace it any further. The 
Prann coin, 1947 ANA suffalo sale, is no doubt some sort of 
a fabrication. It is struck, and over some sort of a Spanish 
copper coin at that. 


You neglected to mention whether your 1777 was struck or 
cast. This factor would be some indication as to whether the 
piece is genuine or not. I am going to assume that the coin 
was struck and then leave you with the following observation 
which may not mean much without my actually examining the 
coin itself: Although the tree and harp have been followed 
very closly, the lettering is of a period much later than the 
date would indicate. The style reminded me immediately of 
another counterfeit of the GEN WASHINGTON/ N.J. Cent a photo 
of which is inclosed. Dick Kenney sent me the pictures of this 
piece struck in copper; Geo. Fuld has one that is struck over 
an English silver florin of 1917. Could it be that your 1777 
N.H. cent and this counterfeit were made at the same time? 


Thanks for the photos of the Connecticut 1-I. Poor as the 
coins are, I think that they were of some help. The following 
is the sequence of dies as nearly as I can reconstruct them:

My wifé and I both have both parents living, and both of us received 

word, that all is not well at Scotia, NY and Eagle Grove, Iowa, so both 

are “on call."

There is one item which may be extremely important to your article. 
I'll try to lead you to source material and let you draw youw own 
conclusions. 


You state on pl: "Tory feeling had long since faded away with the 
recognition by England of American independence in 1783." By sheer 
coincidence, I have a book home from Syr Pub Library (looking 
unsuccessfully for letters re Jean-Pierre Droz) that seems to 
disagree with your statement and document the disagreement pretty 
well. The book is "Jay's Treaty" by Samuel Flagg Bemis, NY 1923. 
I urge you very strohgly to get it, and read the pages referenced to 
"Vermont" in the excellent index. Re the Vermont Separatists, it 
repetitively references American Historical Review, XXI, 547; ibid 
XXI, 555 and VII, 705; al Canadian Archives, Ottawa, Transcripts 
from Englmd, Series Q ( Canada), Vol 45-1, pp 16-24 and Vol. 45-2, 
552. I'11, quote enuf_to arrouse your interest: 
Di? Sse. -usall fhe pkey ‘ : 

18 "England similarly intrigued with the Allen brothers of Vermont, 
which until 1791 considered itself a soveriegn independent state 
unattached to the tinited States hough its territory was included within 
thsboundaries recognized by the treaty of peace. To ths Vermont 
separatists the British Government granted special commercial privileges 
for exports and imports by way of the Richelieu River and Lake 
Champlain, a much easier route to IMgland than the cumbersome land 
carriage to bhhe harbors of Massachusetts and New Hampshire. Thus 
the inhabitants of western and northern Vermont and northeastern New 
York were enabled to evade in part the restrictions of the English 
navigation laws encountered by the United States. The story of the 
intrigues of Ethan, Levi and Ira Allen with the British Government 
at Quebec and London and their efforts to use t his economic dependence 
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lot Vermont Canada to achieve a political union hardly sastains 
the popular impression of the hero of Ticonderoga and his kin...." 


-FIRSTp 17. "One other factor we must not lose sight of in analyzing the 
frontier question as it existed at the installation of Washington's 
Administration. That is the relation to the British Government of the 
separatist parties of the rising young commonwealths of the American 
West, Kentucky and Tennessee, and of Vermont, which, though en older 
community, showed the political attributes and sectional interests 
common to the newer settlements of the West."

pl25 "When Levi Allen was in London (1790) seeking favor for his 
scheme of a commerical treaty between Vermont and Great Britain as 

an "opening wedge" to a future political union, Simcoe (first governor 
of Upper Canada -- Ontario -- beginning May 16, 1791) intrigued for 
the success of Allen's plans, for his war experience had led him to 
recognize their value. He had some personal influence with Grenville 
(British Secy for Foreign affairs), for we find him suggesting to 

the latter the bribing of the Vermont legislature to prevent that 

¢ state from joining the American Union and upsetting the calculations 
of the separatists. Though perhaps there exists no conclusive 
documentary evidence (and it is unlikely that mich evidence would 
survive) the sources of this intrigue afford strong suspicion that 
Allen actually brought British gold back to Vermont and was unsucce ssful 
only because he arrived two days after the legislature of the state 
had ratified the constitution.

Thank you for your rapid reply to my inquiry regarding the 
Vermont Colonial paper money. (It's really not "Colonial," 

is it?) +he only source I had not seen was your reference to 
Vol. 7, p. 165 (May, 1863) of Historical Magazine. However, 
when I checked it, I discovered that the article is a close 
paraphrase of the infommation I had alreddy found in Henry 
Phillips,Jr., Historical Sketches of the Paper Currency of the 
American Colonies (Roxbury, Mass., 1865), Vol. I, pp. 213-214. 
Phillips obviously took it from your source. I mention this 
only so that, if you wish, you may add the information to your 
notes. 


Except for the above source, and the two others which you list, 

I have been able to find only one other reference: John Spargo, 
"Early Vermont Printers and Printing," Proceedings of the Ver- 
mont Historical Society, New Series, Vol. X, pp. 214-229 (Dec., 
1942). On pp. 220-222 is an account of the counterfeiting charges 
leveled against the printers of the bills, Spooner and Green. 

They were eventually found innocent. 





I have not seen the Numismatist article yet, but John Gabarron 
has promised to send it. My interest in the Vermont paper money 
was aroused when I added two of the bills to my collection, a 
three pound note and a 2s.6d. note. Since I was unable to find 
any information about them in the usual sources, I started dig- 
ging. I do not intend dealing with the Vermont coinage, but I 
did find a brief reference which might be of interest to you: 
Proceedings of the Vt. Historical Society, Vol. VIII, pp. 367- 

> contain a brief description of Reuben Harmon, Jr., and also 
a description of his coins and "mint." (I don't recall the month, 
but believe the year is 1940). 


This is as far as I've come. If I am able to uncover anything 
which will add to our knowledge of the bills, I'll be very aappy 
to send you a copy of my research.

Because your "Enigma" article is what opened my eyes 
on the significance of the Britannic shield on the later Vermont coppers, 
I think you might like to reexamine your Richardson-Ryder #10 specimens 
with the following tale in mind: 


Looking over a R/R #10 (or Breen=-Bressett #8) that came 
to me recently, it struck me that I was seeing a single sheaf of grain 
centrally positioned on Liberty's shield, a sheaf in the style of the 
four on the "Baby Head's" shield. Finding no words or illustrations or 
photos that confirmed this, I phoned Dick Picker, who sounded mildly 
astonished and graciously offered to check his specimens when he next 
got to the bank. Sure enough, a few days later he phoned me to say that 
he had found one. I believe he mentioned the matter promptly to Walter 
Breen; meanwhile, I mentioned it to Ken Bressett and to Jim Spilman. 
Dick has sent his specimen down to Jim to photograph, and I now have a 
copy of that. That makes it evident that the feature is for real and 
I was in no wise dreaming! 


Curious that only now should this come to light, and yet 
typically on the #10s the center of the shield is a high that wears smooth. 
At least these other #10s give no hint of the crosses of St. George and 
St. Andrew; moreover, they were back in "Baby Head" sheaf time, so it 
all hangs together,

Congratulations on your wonderful find! A new specimen of Vermont Ryder-5 is a 
noteworthy event. I know of eight specimens presently, but have technical diag- 
nostics on only four of them. Unfortunately, my photo files contain pictures of 
only two pieces, the Norweb and Taylor catalogue specimens. You can probably 
make your own comparisons between your piece and those, by using the catalogue 
plates. 


I would be very grateful to receive a photograph of the obverse and reverse of 
your piece. Has it been compared to the Norweb and Taylor coins yet, to deter- 
mine if it is from the same mold? We know that the struck variety is different 
from the cast variety, and that the cast variety was not made from a mold taken 
from the struck variety of Ryder-5. No one, to my knowledge, has actually sat 
down with photographs of all the known cast Ryder-5s to see if they are all from 
the same mold. This would be a very interesting exercise for some future numis-— 
matic historian. 


If you decide not to keep the coin as part of your collection, then an auction 
sale through our company would probably be the best way of realizing the full 
value for the coin. Should you decide to auction the coin through our company, 
I will be happy to supply you with further details when the need arises. 


Naturally, we will respect your desire for no publicity at this time. However, 
when you do decide to publicize the discovery, might I suggest that you be sure 
to send photographs and a description of it to all the major numismatic publica- 
tions, since the piece is undoubtedly very important. It will be important, 
also, to record the weight, reverse die orientation, and diameter of your piece.

Season's Greetings to each of you! Praise the Lord for the Year End- 
Year Beginning that gets us at least a little into touch. I do indeed look forward 
to your "reports", the longer and more revealing the better. 


Reflecting on my year now passing for this letter has recaptured memories 
of all sorts of things that were already half forgotten. Does that bespeak a failing 
memory or too many activities?

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Numismatics: More serious interest began in 1972, when I peeked at everything. 
But I soon learned the field is too vast to "Shotgun", absent a few dozen oil wells or 
such, so collecting the Vermont coppers of 1785-88 became my top interest. For practi- 
cal purposes there are 39 die combinations known, plus a new, unigue 40th noticed in 
the Smithsonian collection. I had one variety of which only 3 examples are known and 
had probably reached an impasse on the missing pair, so I concluded it was a good time 
to bestow custody of my better ones to the Vermont Historical Society and to the ANA 
(American Numismatic Association), making final gifts on the instalment plan. The 
result is to get the VHS to a superior collection of 37 varieties and the ANA to a fine 
collection of 31 varieties. I'm not entirely abandoning the field, for I still have 
examples of 29 varieties! 


Former New England Boy Scout Region One Reunion: This was the 10th time we have 
gotten together at foliage time ... volunteers and professionals, men and women. There 
is a core group that never misses, enhanced by a varying, often repeating bunch. Very 
delightful group, the conversation free-flowing, the repartee sharp. The format has 
come to be traditional ... two nights of dining out and the lunch in between at Pico 
Pond, with a post-prandial hike around the pond. 


Connections: Currently I'm president of the Crown Point Association, the 
Proctor Historical Society, and the Church Council of the Proctor Union Church, which 
last included working for nearly a year with an Interim Pastor and a Search Committee 
(happy conclusion, with the new Minister now in office). Also, I am a director or 
trustee of the Proctor Free Library, the Vermont Archaeological Society, the Vermont 
Historical Society, and am much involved with Boy Scouting (Executive Board of the 
Green Mountain Council, on the Northeast Regional Committee, and a member of the Inter- 
national Committee of the National BSA, plus some related things. Relatedly, I ama 
recipient of the Silver Beaver and Silver Antelope awards, am in the Order of the 
Condor at the gold level, and am a Baden Powell Fellow, of whom there are now over 700 
world-wide. I keep memberships going in a further handful of local historical societies. 
Easy to see that it is past time to start winding down, not least because I am not 
adequately meeting the implied promises of office-holding. 


As I type this, Winter has come ... the countryside hereabouts is white and 


for some the thermometer has visited o°F or even below. Appropriate, therefore, once 
again warmly to wish you and yours Season's greetings and a Happy New Year.

That the copper coins of Connecticut (1785=-1788) and of Vermont (1786- 
1788) are of the same general type as the regular British halfpennies of George 
II and George III is obvious to anyone who has made even a casual comparison. 
Yet writers in describing the early American coinages usually neglect, for some 
reason or other, to mention tnis important fact. 


In these early ventures in coinage authorized by the States it is not 
surprising that some attempt was made to produce a coin that had the general 
appearance of une copper that was tnen in circulation. The people were already 
familiar with the English halfpennies, and to some extent with their Bungtown 
imitations, Then, too, tne precedent had already been long established by Mglish 
speculators of privately issuing copper pieces that were passable imitation of re- 
gular halfpennies, but by certain variations in the inscriptions could not be 
strictly considered counterfeits, The inscriptions on coins were, after all, in 
Latin, often abbreviated, and were understood by very few of tne people. ven 
complete changes in the inscription would readily go unnoticed and would not hinder 
the general circulation of a coin, Considering the many errors found on the coins 
of Connecticut, for example, it seems that even some of the engravers who cut the 
dies were possibly entirely ignorant of the meaning of the inscriptions on the very 
coins they were making, 


In the wording of the coinage laws, both Connecticut and Vermont were 
careful to avoid an open declaration of any intention of imitating tne current 
‘copper coins of Inmgland. The Connecticut law prescribed, "a man's head on one 
side and on the other side the emblem of Liberty." Relative to the second con-= 
tract let to Reuben Harmon by the State of Vermont for the coinage of copper, the 
law called for, "on one side a head, - - - on the reverse a woman." * 


The reguler British halfpemnies of George II (1729-1754) and of George 
III (1770-1775) are very common, and fine specimens can be obtained at a nominal 
price, They bear on the obverse a laureate bust of tne King in cuirass and the 
inseription, "GHORGIVS II (or III) REX." The reverse bears a female figure to the 
left seated on a globe, In her right outstretched hand she holds an olive branch. 
In her left hand, with forefinger pointed upward, she holds a spear. To the right 
is an ornate British shield with scrolls at top and bottom, The inscription reads 
"BRITAN-NIA," and in the exergue is the date. The collector of early American coins 
should have examples of these halfpennies so that he may compare them with the cop= 
pers of Vermont and Connecticut. Also of interest for comparison are the spurious 
coppers that were privately manufactured in Birmingham and other places, Some of 
these, the so-called Bungtowns, bear altered and sometimes nonsensical inscriptions; 
others are strictly counterfeits and, like the regular coins, bear the king's name 
and the word, "Britannia." Some of the latter carry dates between the years 1754 and 
1770, or between the years 1775 and 1799, proving them certainly false, as no gen- 
uine British halfpennies were issued in these periods, 


It might be well to compare the coins of George II with those of George 
III, The most apparent dirtference is that George II faces left, while George III 
faces right. George II is snown with a rather square shaped profile, with high 
forehead and firm jaw. George III, on tne otner hand, has a relatively round 
shaped head, with sharply sloping forenead and weak chin, On the early coins of 
George II the lower truncation of the bust curves downward, rougntly parallel to 
the edge of the coins On tne coins of George III tne truncation of the shoulder 
curves upward, opposed to the curve ot tne coin's lower edge. With these differ- 
ences in mind, the bust of either George II or of George III can be identified on 
many of the coins of Connecticut and Vermont in spite of the crude style tnat is 
typical of these series, 


The major difference between the Britisn coppers and their American imi- 
tations is found, of course in the inscriptions, Instead of tne name and title of te 
King, they bear the words, "AUCTORI CONNEC," or "VERMON. AUCTORI" (By authority of 
Connecticut or Vermont), The reverses instead of "Britannia" have, "INDE. ET LIB," 
(Independence and Liberty).

However, attention should also be given to tne minor respects in which the 
Americans coins differ from their British models, 


The coins of Connecticut show more originality in detail than those of 
Vermont. The bust or George II om the Connecimt pieces is sometimes shown with 
araped ratner than cuirassed bust. ‘Tne figure of “Independence and Liberty" 
(Britannia) often bears a Liberty cap mounted on her staff, The glove on which she 
is seated is usually delineated witn meridianal and latitudinal circles. A signi- 
ficant detail to wnich little notice has been taken is on tne shield. On most Con- 
necticut coppers the devices on the shield are unfortunately not visible. However, 
on some varieties, wnen in fine condition, there can be seen three figures that mignt 
be mistaken for misshapen dollar signs. These are really intended to be three vines 
of the State seal. The original colonial seal of about 1644 represented a vineyard 
of fifteen vines, and above the vines a hand holding a scroll with the motto, "Qui 
Transtulit Sustinet." This was modified in 1711 and the mumber of vines was reduced to 
three. The vines symbolize the colony brought over and planted there in the wilderness 
and the motto (He who transplanted continues to sustain) expresses the belief that he 
who brought over the vine continues to take care of it, 


The coins of Vermont on the other hand copy the British halfpennies more 
closely. ‘The shield is invariably Britannic, The globe, when visible at all, is 
plain surfaced, The spear is never surmounted by a Liberty cap. ‘The busts are all 
in cuirass and, with the exception of the so-called "Baby head," are all crude but 
recognizable portraits of the King - George II facing left, or George III facing 
right. The Baby head, with its high bulging forehead, seems to be the result of an 
attempt on the part of a rather inexperienced die cutter to go to the opposite ex- 
treme and to make, perhaps for patriotic reasons, a portrait as unlike George III 
as possible. This, however, is a mere conjecture and should be considered as such. 


We must not overlook the Vermont copper of 1787 with "Britannia" reverse, 
which illustrates more completely than any other coin the subject of this paper. 
Instead of expressing "Independence and Liberty" it bears the inscription "Britan- 
nia," It is true however that on all examples of this variety the word "Britannia" 
is extremely weak and never completely legible. Nothing of the date shows but part 
of the final seven. We do not believe that this is entirely due to weak striking as 
the obverse is often very strong, but think that some attempt must have been made to 
obliterate the reverse inscription by filing down the field of the reverse die. A- 
ecording to Crosby, this piece was probably struck at Thomas Machin's Mint, Newburg, 
N.¥. If anything, it seems to support the suspicion of some authorities that this 
mint was at one time engaged in the manufacture of counterfeit British halfpennies. 
As a makeshift emergency, or to save the trouble of making a new die, one of the 
“Britannia dies might have been used to serve as a Vermont reverse, This theory 
would be substantiated if a counterfeit British halfpenny could be found struck with 
this same reversedie. One of the most distinctive characteristics of this particular 
reverse die is the tiny S-shaped fold in the drapery of Britannia's lap, and this 
might possibly serve as a clue to identify it in some as yet undiscovered combination 
with some other obverse, 


In making a study of the coins of Connecticut and the later issues of 
Vermont we should not lose sight of the important fact that the type is in imitation 
of the British halfpennies. When exhibits of early American coins are made, British 
halfpennies should be included so that this significant characteristic of two of our 
early State coinages can be clearly demonstrated. A realistic approach to the study 
is necessary if we are to develop a keener and more understanding appreciation of our 
neglected early coins. ;

Vermont was at one time an 
other members were added to the firm from New York State and a mint 
was erected near Great Pond, Ulster County, New York, under the supervision 
of the New York members.

About the year 1800 a large amount of counterfeit silver coins were put into 
circulation, and for some time no clue could be found to the circulators, but 
finally suspicion fell on three brothers by the name of Crane and after a long 
search their machinery for coining was located in the woods on the side of 
Mount Antone. Some of the apparatus proved to be from the old Reuben 
Harmon mint. It was taken and broken up. The Cranes made good their 


escape and after a ,time it was reported that two of them were hung for a 
crime down South. :

Inspiration 


I would imagine that most Vermont specialists have fantasized about 
acquiring all 39 types. The dream is always there — some day, somewhere, that 
elusive coin is waiting. Reality, however, always appears, if ever fleetingly; 
and we realize that their acquisition must be relegated to the world of dreams. 


Cognizant of this fact, we must turn to a more satisfying goal; and that is 
to complete the RED BOOK type set. At this point we depart from the world of 
wild fantasy to a faint glimmer of hope. At the heart of this collection is the 
Ryder 15 and Ryder 30, both, until recently, unpriced in the RED BOOK, The 
scarcity of these coins can be realized when you look at the recent auction sales 
of great Colonial collections. The Ryder 15 was not in the Garrett, Robinson, 
Roper, or the 1975 EAC sales. The Ryder 30 was only represented in the 
Roper and EAC sales. Neither of these coins are owned by the Smithsonian and 
ANS does not have a Ryder 15. 


It has taken me over 10 years and considerable good fortune to acquire my 
specimens. During those years of quiet suffering, they consumed much of my 
'fantasy' time; so much so, that I have undertaken this Survey. 


Methodology 


The survey has taken almost two years to compile. I have asked questions 
of most of the Vermont specialists and Colonial experts in the country. After 
drawing up lists of known owners and possibles, I then sent questionnaires to 
them. The late Richard Picker was very interested in this survey and he 
personally telephoned and wrote owners. Most of the owners were reached by 
personal letters. Just in case my 'grapevine' of experts skipped someone, my 
request for assistance was published in THE COLONIAL: NEWSLETTER. and 
EAC's PENNY-WISE., 


I have not concerned myself with auction catalogues and dealer price lists 
(there aren't many listings). In most instances, unless the coin is plated or 
described, listing distinguishing characteristics, the information is useless. 
As a point in question, the EF Ryder 15 is generally considered to be the finest 
known; yet it was catalogued in the F.S. Guggenheimer auction (1953) as VG. 
This is not an isolated example. I have traced the auction sale of many of my 
Vermonts and rarely were they graded the same, as they went frorn one auction 
house to another. 


What is listed below is not the final word, but rather the first step in 
compiling an accurate listing of these rarities. I have recently asked the

owners to supply me with pictures of their coins. This will be a more accurate 
way of tracing them as they travel their enlightening route through the passage 

of time. If I am successful, I will see that they are reproduced and distributed 
to interested parties. Hopefully, THE COLONIAL NEWSLETTER will publish 


the plates.

There must be some adjustments to the Condition Census figures. Iwill 
leave this to the reader to make the adjustments as he sees fit. 


The rarity of these coins seems to be confirmed. However, it is obvious 
that there are more of each variety in existence than what is listed. There are 
some probable owners who have not replied; and, even in my own mind, there 
are some unanswered questions. The problem with waiting until all the questions 
are answered is this: it will never be published. I have not listed in the above 
tables the Ryder 15 and Ryder 30 which were stolen from The Bennington 
Museum. It is believed that these coins may no longer exist. I don't know, but 
you can make your own determination.

FOND RECOLLECTIONS OF RAY CHATHAM 
Dick Punchard 


I was deeply saddened to read about the passing of Howard Whitaker and Ray 
Chatham. Although I had never met Howard, we corresponded with each other 
over the years. I knew Ray quite well and would like to take this opportunity to 
share a few humorous anecdotes of this kindly gentleman with all due respect to 
him. 


I first started corresponding with Ray in 1978, shortly after I joined EAC. 
Fortunately, I have saved his letters and notes as I do of most members. Ray 
tended to write on anything handy, from the back of an advertisement for a 
deodorant to a recipe card. He used the entire available space including the 
edges. Sometimes, he would return your letter with writing scribbled all over it. 


At the ANA convention in Atlanta in 1977, C. F. Gordon, Tom Wolf, and I 
were sitting at a small table just outside the bourse room when along came Ray 
with two double-row boxes of large cents under his arm. In his slow drawl, he 
said, "Hey, how y'all doin'? Ihave to go into the bourse to see a guy, would 
y'all mind watchin' these coins for me?" We replied, "Sure, Ray. What have 
you got there?" He said, "Oh, it's just Dorothy's (Mrs. Dorothy Paschal) 
collection of early dates." The three of us just looked at each other and turned 
pale. Finally, Tom Wolf said "You guys can watch them. I'm leaving." 
Thankfully, we convinced Ray to take the boxes with him. 


Another fond memory is the time of the EAC convention in Los Angeles. On 
the second day of the show, Ray told us that he had lost a 1909 SVDB cent some- 
where on the floor. It was quite a sight to see a half dozen members including 
some 6 feet, 4 inch giants all down on their hands and mees looking for it. A 
week later, he called me at home with a "Hey, Dick. How y'all doin'? Y'know 
what, I found that SVDB cent in my coat pocket yesterday and almost spent it." 


While looking through some of his late dates at our EAC convention in 
Washington, D.C., I noticed that several coins had a greenish hue. When I 
asked him about it, he replied in his sincere fashion, "Oh, that's that damn 
Florida mist they acquired while I was down there. Don't worry, it'll brush right 
off." Florida mist has become a favorite saying for some of us when defending 
our green cents: 


Ray Chatham was truly a unique person and he most certainly was loved by 
all who knew him. Somewhere, I'm sure, he and his friends, Dr. Sheldon and 
Mrs. Paschal, are sitting around discussing their fond love for the big old 


coppers.

Douglas, Damon G. Walter Mould to James Jarvis. 

The Numismatist, July 1947, page 491. 

This interesting letter from Walter Mould to James Jarvis was written 

on February 20, 1784 and suggests very secretive plans for some sort 

of mutual business enterprise. That both Jarvis and Mould later became 
coinage contractors leads toward speculation that still remains, today, 
just speculation in the absence of any other documentation that they may 
have been planning a joint coinage operation or, perhaps, a business 

in addition to a coinage operation. A review of the Jarvis Marine Papers 
in the Connecticut State Library at Hartford has produced nothing 
relative to Jarvis' coinage activities. They do indicate that Jarvis was 
involved in many diverse business activities. 


Trudgen, Gary A. Thomas Machin - Patriot 

Research manuscript scheduled for publication in CNL No. 66. In this 
biographical sketch of Captain Machin, Gary Trudgen states that 
Captain Machin's son, Thomas N. Machin, was born in 1785. This suggests 
that at the time he observed his father's coinage operations at the mills 
he would have been only five or six years of age. Ruttenber (Note 16) 
does not mention the date of Machin's letter to Dr. Hough and we 

are uncertain of the time interval between his observations and the 
recollections expressed in the letter.

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THE BENNINGTON MUSEUM COLLECTION

VERMONT COPPERS

Perhaps the greatest collection of Vermont coppers ever formed belonged to the Bennington 
Museum in Vermont. The group consisted of a total of 96 coins, with several examples of most 
varieties, missing only the Ryder5 tobe complete from Ryder Numbers 1 through 39. Many coins 
ranked as the finest known of their variety, such as the outstanding Ryder 9, Ryder 13 and Ryder 
15's that were long used as illustrations in the annual Guidebook of United States Coins. There 
were also die break progression sets for some varieties, and a number of oddities, the highlights 
being a Ryder 2 and a Ryder 3, each with an obverse impression on both sides These two are 
plated in Ken Bressett’s article on Vermont coppers published in the 1976 ANS publication Studies 
on Money in Early America. 


The original collection had been formed by Bennington benefactor Hall Park McCullough, whose 
family had lived in the area for five generations. McCullough was born in 1872, and lived most of 
his life on the family “Hall Farm” in North Bennington; he died there in 1966 at the ripe old age of 
94 years. McCullough often stated that the biggest disappointment in his life was that he was not 
actually born in Vermont. Actually born in San Francisco, records of his birth were destroyed by 
the earthquake and fire of 1906, thus erasing all traces of his early time away from the Green 
Mountain state. Both his father and his grandfather had served as governor of the state, and 
McCullough continued the family role of dedication and service to the community, serving on the 
boards of the Bennington Museum, the Bennington Free Library, the First National Bank of North 
Bennington and the Putnam Memorial Hospital. He also reached beyond the Green Mountains 
and served on the boards of the International Trading Company, the Bethlehem Day Nursey, the 
Friends of the Yale Library and the New York Historical Society. 


Hall Park McCullough first started collecting Vermont coppers in the early 1930s, a perfect time 
for acquiring choice pieces because there was little serious competition from the numismatic 
community. McCullough loaned the pieces to the Bennington Museum and, on January 3, 1963, 
presented them to the museum as an outright gift. 


A little over two years later disaster struck. Late Sunday night, March 14, 1965, thieves broke 
through a window upstairs and gained access to the museum. The case containing the 96 Vermont 
coppers was smashed and the coins scooped up; three pieces were dropped by the thieves as 
they made their escape. They also tried to take a large wall display of fractional currency but were 
unable to get it through the window and left it behind. They settled for pilfering $15 from the cash 
register in the museum's office. The local press was outraged by the burglary and followed the 
story very closely. The following morning the value of the collection was placed at between 
$10,000 and $15,000, with the individual coins valued at between $20 and $400. A few days later 
the value of the collection was placed in excess of $20,000, though even at that time the market 
value of the coins was considerably higher than that figure. 


The FBI became involved in the investigation, partially because of the high value of the coins and 
partially because it was almost certain that the pieces would be transported across state lines. A 
week after the robbery their concerns proved accurate, and a few of the coins were seenin Boston. 
They were offered to a coin dealer by a 31-year old woman named Mary Hoover (who also used 
the alias Mary Stone), of Roxbury, Massachusetts. She claimed that she had “obtained the coins 
in a cafe.” Investigators dia not believe her story and she was arrested for receiving stolen 
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property. She jumped bail and did not appear at her trial; the local papers reported nothing else 
onthe case, andit is unknown if Hoover was ever found, tried or served prison time for her crime. 

Eventually, 18 of the stolen coins were recovered, but that still leaves 75 pieces unaccounted for, 

some of which have certainly found their way into other collections today. 


Prior to the time of the theft, Ken Bressett had arranged to have the entire Bennington collection 
photographed, and thus the stolen coins can stillbe traced. Within the past three years the Ryder 
1 that was stolen and not recovered from the original burglary was offered for sale via auction. 
The return of the piece was negotiated and the coin is now back at the museum, though not yet 
on exhibit. The Ryder 15 that was stolen has also recently appeared and has become the 
centerpiece in a tug-of-war. It is doubtful that the museum will be able to reacquire that piece, 
‘the finest known example of the variety, and it will most likel ly find its way into a large private 
OT Of Mer uiemer Peete, 





Because of the importance of Vermont coinage to the history of the state (Reuben Harmon's mint 
was only a few miles away from the site of the Bennington Museum], the collection was slowly 
built back up, aided by the well-known dealer and collector Bob Vlack. For a long time the coins 
were exhibited under the title of the Viack-McCullough collection. The museum holdings include 
all varieties from Ryder 1 through Ryder 37 with the exception of the extremely rare Ryder 5, 
Ryder 32 and Ryder 34. In addition, the exhibit is missing a Ryder 7 although a Ryder 4 was 
misattributed and included in that spot. 


The following is a brief description of the coins presently on exhibit in the Bennington Museum: 


Ryder 1: Fine, smooth surfaces, small flan flaw at K-12 extending into bust, light lamination on 
neck. Weak at the center of the reverse, struck on a slightly larger planchet than usual. The 
recovered Ryder 1 has not yet been included in the exhibit; it is a Choice VF+ coin. 


Ryder 2: The specimen inthe exhibit is actually a Ryder 6, misattributed. The museum does own 
another Ryder 2 which is not on display yet, grading VF, with a small reverse rim bump before 
STELLA. 


Ryder 3: Extremely Fine, small clip above LIC on the obverse, with some very light striking 
weakness. There is a small planchet flaw at the S in STELLA. 


Ryder 4: Gem Uncirculated., virtually as struck! No trace of rub at all. Perfect, original surfaces. 
Light brown, slightly darker at the left obverse. Reverse quite strong. Perfectly centered. Asimply 
amazing coin. There is another Ryder 4 in the slot for the Ryder 7 which grades VF+ with some 
light flaws and laminations on either side. 


Ryder 5: Not present in the exhibit or the museum collection. 


Ryder 6: Uncirculated, in the exhibit as a Ryder 2. Slightly darker color, with some original red 
in parts, original luster in the peripheries. Die file marks are visible below the plough, and even 
the rivers on the plough are sharp!. Perfect strike, perfectly centered. Early die state. The 
example exhibited in the Ryder 6 slot is a nice EF coin, with surfaces that are slightly granular. 
Full legends and date and with just minor laminations. 


Ryder 7: Not present in the exhibit; the piece included here is actually a Ryder 4 (see above). 
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Ryder 8: About Uncirculated. Slightly weak strike, and lightly rough at NTENSIU on the obverse. 
Very light marks, but perfectly centered and overall quite pleasing. 


Ryder 9: THE COIN. Perfect Gem Uncirculated, perfectly centered on a round planchet with full 
legends, full date, full sheafs of wheat on the reverse shield. One insignificant planchet pit below 
the T of AUCTORI, otherwise the piece is absolutely flawless. This is the Baby Head variety plated 
in the Guidebook and in the Bressett article, and is probably the single most important piece in 
the museum's holdings. Breen and other writers have stated that it was stolen and never 
recovered, though it has been safe in the museum since a week after the theft. 


Ryder 10: Extremely Fine, some light reverse scratches are well-hidden. A small vertical obverse 
lamination through the bust. Glossy dark steel-grey brown, with full legends and date. This is also 
the Bressett plate coin. 


Ryder 11: Fine/Very Fine, light planchet flaw at K-12, small but rather deep. Light hairline 
scratches. An unimpressive example that should be upgraded by the museum. 


Ryder 12: About Uncirculated, lightly cleaned at the center of the obverse. The reverse has a few 
shallow laminations. Early die state, not overstruck on a Constellatio Nova copper. 


Ryder 13: Choice Uncirculated, some original mint red on the obverse! Reverse lamination at the 
top, and from the typical late die state. An amazing coin. 


Ryder 14: Choice Uncirculated, slightly weak at the obverse center, but with a good amount of 
original mint luster. The reverse exhibits crisp die finishing lines, the first this writer has ever seen. 


Ryder 15: About Uncirculated in terms of actual wear. Matte-like dark jade-green surfaces from 
burial. Sharp letters and design detail. The obverse has some light laminations and oxidation, and 
there is a small edge flaw at K-1. The stolen Ryder 15 has surfaced but probably will not be 
returned to the Bennington museum, a shame since it would have fit in so well with the great coins 
the museum already owns. 


Ryder 16: Choice Extremely Fine. Gorgeous medium brown surfaces, with some light obverse 
spotting but no real flaws or defects. 


Ryder 17: Uncirculated, as struck. Lots of original gloss, nice medium brown surfaces. A small 
spot on the wreath on the obverse bust, else just about perfect. 


Ryder 18: Extremely Fine, light green spots and a few hairline scratches on either side, otherwise 
with hard, slightly glossy surfaces. Full legends, date. The Bressett plate coin. 


Ryder 19: Extremely Fine, late state of the obverse break. The reverse has some light scratches. 
Hard medium brown surfaces. 


Ryder 20: Very Fine/Extremely Fine, rough at the reverse center and with some light corrosion 
at UCTO on the obverse. An unimpressive example of this available variety. 


Ryder 21: Extremely Fine, dark brown and glossy. Three very light rim nicks visible onthe reverse. 
Late die state. Quite choice and with good eye appeal. 


Ryder 22: Very Fine/Extremely Fine, many light hairline scratches on either side, and a small dig 
at the OR of AUCTORI. Medium brown. Fairly early state of the reverse break.

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Ryder 23: Extremely Fine/About Uncirculated, light planchet flaw at the N of VERMON. Black 
encrustation of the reverse. This is an interesting piece, with the obverse letters thin and oddly 
shaped, but the surfaces aren't porous or pitted, which would have suggested some sort of burial 
or corrosion. Was the obverse die reground? Is this post-striking erosion of some sort? 





Ryder 24: Fine, reverse a bit nicer. Light scratches on either side. Another unimpressive example 
of a common variety and one that will hopefully be upgraded by the museum . 


Ryder 25: Extremely Fine/About Uncirculated, weak at the centers but with some good luster. Not 
overstruck on another coin. Medium brown, very clean planchet. 


Ryder 26: Extremely Fine/About Uncirculated, the obverse with a small corrosion spot at E of 
VERMON, extending to the bust, else with medium brown, slightly rough but still glossy surfaces. 
Full reverse break. Planchet size is roughly 25 mm. 


Ryder 27: Choice Extremely Fine, slightly glossy but with some microscopic roughness and small 
rim dents. Good detail and nice color. 


Ryder 28: Extremely Fine, overstruck on a counterfeit Irish halfpenny, quite vivid on the reverse. 
Light brown, slightly rough planchet, with a small clip at K-9. Late die state. 


Ryder 29: About Uncirculated, with a few light green spots on either side. INDE is weak, else quite 
sharp, with some die finishing lines visible on either side. Light planchet striations. Planchet is 
roughly 24 mm. 

Ryder 30: Choice Very Fine, possibly a bit nicer. Light brown surfaces. Most of AUCTOR] is off 
the planchet including the inverted “C” in that word], as is the date, a shame since the rest of the 
coin is so choice. 


Ryder 31: Choice Extremely Fine, strong strike (almost unheard of for the variety), with a partial 
date. Nice medium brown surfaces, with a very small rim clip at K-5. 


Ryder 32: Not present in the collection. 

Ryder 33: Good/About Good, just enough detail left to attribute the piece with certainty. Rough 
medium brown surfaces, probably from burial. Overstruck on a counterfeit British halfpenny, the 
undertype quite vivid on the obverse. An ugly coin but a very rare variety. 


Ryder 34: Not present in the collection. 


Ryder 35: Very Fine, boldly struck over a counterfeit Irish halfpenny, the undertype oriented 
obverse/reverse, reverse/obverse. Hard surfaces with a very heavy obverse scratch . 


Ryder 36: Very Fine, obverse slightly weaker than that grade. The surfaces are micro-granular, 
though the legends and date are full and sharp. 


Ryder 37: Very Good/Fine, slightly granular surfaces, with light obverse planchet flaws on the 
effigy’s neck. TO of AUCTORI is weak. Small straight clip at K-8. 


Ryder 38, 39 and 40 are not present in the collection. 
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
